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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


Maine Department of Health and Welfare 
Division of Public Health Nursing, Bureau of Health 
Annual Report of Public Health Nursing Services in 

Troy in the Year 1970 


Public health nursing functions as a part of the total 
public health program. It is concerned with the health 
of the community as a whole. It encourages promotion 
of health, prevention of illness and disability, rehabili- 
tation and improvement of social and physical environ- 
ments. Your public health nurse, a member of the 
Division of Public Health Nursing, attempted to reach 
these goals through varied activities. 


A total of eighty-seven visits were made to the home 
in the health interests of families. Forty-two conferences 
were held with physicians, school personnel, town of- 
ficials, hospital personnel, social workers and health 
committee members in behalf of individual patients or 
health programs. Referrals were made to home health 
agencies and other available resources as indicated. 


Child health conference services were available 
each month at Unity. Thirteen children, not under the 
supervision of a private physician, took advantage of 
this resource. Physical examinations and immunizations 
were given, as needed, by E. N. Ervin, M. D. The nurse 
talked with the parent regarding the health, growth 
and development of the child and assisted in the manage- 
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ment of health problems, as necessary. 


Your public health nurse aided in the planning and 
administration of the school health program. She worked 
with school personnel, the school physician, H. F. Ald- 
rich, D. O., and health committee members to carry out 
the following health services: 


A. Visual screening tests of all children. 


B. Medical examinations of pupils of grades two 
and five. 


C. Communicable disease control 
1. Immunizations, as needed, 


2. Tuberculin testing of sub-primary children 
and personnel. 


D. Conferences with school personnel regarding 
individual students and health program activities. 


Parental permission was obtained for these services, 
as needed. Parents were contacted regarding any phys- 
ical impairment found and were given assistance in 
obtaining further medical care, as indicated. 


Because of the incidence of scattered cases of meas- 
les (Rubeola) in adjoining areas, measles vaccine was 
again offered in the school, to students who needed this 
immunization. A high percentage of children are now 
immunized against this disease. 


All immunizations given in the school health pro- 
gram are summarized as follows:

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A few unofficial notes to our fellow citizens of Troy- 


We bring to you the municipal report for the fiscal 
year ending February 29, 1972. From it you should learn 
of the various departmental activities during the past 
year. We hope you will like the few extras we have 
added such as the photos; and we hasten to add that 
these extras were paid for by volunteer subscription. 
We would like to pass on to you these little tidbits of 
information: 


As assessors we strongly urge all taxpayers to bring; 
or mail in; to the assessors, on April 1, a list of all prop- 
erty owned - both real estate and personal property. 
Every year the assessors are always in session at the 
Town Office on this date for this purpose and we think 
it a good time for the assessors and taxpayers to go over 
any problems or potential problems. 


Speaking of taxes and assessing, we have inquired, 
at the request of several taxpayers, as to the cost of 
preparing a tax map — a job done only by licensed en- 
gineers. Such a map would cost around $10,000. It has 
been said that these maps usually pay for themselves in 
about 3 years. 


Speaking of maps — and closely related boundary 
lines — we have, this past year delved into the Town 
boundary lines to some degree. Briefly, we have found 
that — part of our line between Troy and Burnham — is 
excellent; part is very poor: part is under dispute (be- 
tween provate prop. owners on each side). Parts of lines 
between Troy and Unity; Troy and Thorndike - these 
run from poor to good. Line between Troy and Jackson 
is excellent - having been surveyed by a licensed sur- 
veyor in 1971. There is some question on the Dixmont 
line and we suggest work on that in the near future. 
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We suggest work on the lines between Troy - Plymouth; 
Troy - Detroit in the near future when we have access 
to people who know the lines and could help us on them. 
We would like to point out that some boundary line 
corner markers have been found; reestablished - 
swamped out - blazed - painted so they may more 
easily be found from the air or from the ground. 


And we wish to extend many thanks to Willis and 
Bernice Howe and Roger Mitchell for rerunning some 
of the boundary lines on Town Forestry lots. More work 
on these should be done. 


Did you know that, according to the U. 8. Conser- 
vation Dep. Troy has approx. 22,660 acres surface total. 
This can be broken down, approximately, as follows: 
280 acres water surface on Lake Winnecook; 449 acres 
water surface on Carlton Pond. 


That on the tax books Troy has, approximately, 
11,352 acres taxed to residents; approx. 8,250 taxed to 
non-residents: approx. 1,399 acres Town owned (like 
Town Forestry and Leaman lot) ; 1,001 acres in the USA 
Wildlife Area (includes Carlton Pond). This leaves 
approx. 385 acres - This could very well be in highways 
and roads. 


We wish to bring to you these notes on the upcoming 
Town meeting, etc. 


That, on the civil defense article, we have a ruling 
from MMA that we may vote to retain the money real- 
ized from sale of the equipment in that account. Or, if 
we prefer, we may let that money go into the general 
account by just voting as usual to raise and appropriate 
a certain amount for that account - the equipment money 
then just naturally going into the genl. account. 


That this year - we are voting for the 3 assessors - 
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selectmen - overseers of the poor on Friday, March 17, 
1972 at the Troy Town Office, by the “Australian Bal- 
lot”: with polls opening at 1 o’clock P. M. and closing 
at 8 o’clock P. M. All other town officers will be elected 
and all other Town business enacted on Saturday, 
March 18, 1972 at the Troy Grange Hall at 10 o’clock, 
A. M. 


It should be noted that 18 year olds can now vote; 
also that one must be 20 years old to hold town office. 


It has been requested to explain the difference hbe- 
tween “raise” and .‘appropriate” - words in the articles. 
To raise - means to obtain money by taxation. To appro- 
priate - means to take money out of existing funds. 


It should be noted that the Town has a fairly 
healthy cash balance at book closing. The Board feel 
that the Town might fare better not to let our guard 
down when it comes to the snow removal - sanding ‘‘ap- 
propriations” this coming year. In fact we think it a 
must to raise and appropriate the same amount as last 
year. 


Work was done during the past year to help mini- 
mize “assistance payments’: 


May we suggest that our citizens study all town 
office positions including Boards and potential boards 
and make known their desire to serve our town in any 
capacity, and this includes all ages eligible. 


As per right of all citizens to request articles for — 
the Town Warrant we gladly complied with all requests 
this year. Note requests for new Boards. By voting these 
Boards in could prove a good opportunity for more citi- 
zens, of all ages and from all corners of our town to serve 
the Town in some capacity. Each Board should have its: 
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own perspective in view, but we suggest, and as provided 
for under Title 30, close cooperation between all exist- 
ing Boards, including the Board of Selectmen is needed 
and suggested. 


With these thoughts in mind the Board wishes to 


take this opportunity to thank all of you who have made 
this past year a very meaningful year.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF 
TROY PLANNING BOARD 


The Troy Planning Board meets at 8 P. M. on the 
second Thursday of each month at the Troy School. 
During the past year we have continued the study of 
some of our old problems and started to work on new 
ones. 


The annual spring road side clean-up was conducted 
with the cooperation of the 4-H members. Several small 
truck loads were picked up and hauled away. The 
closing of the Burnham dump, which Troy had an agree- 
ment to use, has left us with no designated place to 
dump. However, representatives of our planning board, 
along with the selectmen have been attending meetings 
to study a joint dump area for the Towns of Troy, Unity 
and Thorndike. Open burning dumps will be prohibited 
after 1973 and it is felt that equipment to maintain a 
sanitary land fill would be too costly for one town alone. 


Removal of junk cars was started last summer and 
over 200 cars have been removed from town so far. 
These cars are later crushed and the metal recycled. 


Volunteers continued the setting of the road signs 
at intersections. Nearly all corners are marked now and 
some signs which had been destroyed were replaced. 


We have started work on an overall study of the 
town to assemble background material for future plann- 
ing and reference. Through the cooperation of the Soil 
Conservation District in Belfast, a soil survey will be 
made of the entire Town of Troy in the near future. 
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These survey maps will be valuable in all land use plann- 
ing and will help determine areas that are suitable for 
sewage systems. Other areas that our own members are 
researching and compiling data on are: economics, 
housing, education, culture and recreation, public safety, 
health, communication, water supply, waste disposal, 
transportation, government structure, community rela- 
tionships, and community appearance. Under each cate- 
gory, the situation is first explained as it exists, any 
problems are taken into consideration, a goal is set, and 
- if the goal differs from existing conditions, a recom- 
mended action is suggested. We hope to have these 
comprehensive studies completed soon. 


During the year we have continued working on and 
revising the building ordinance which we started last 
year. We feel that safe construction should be required 
in all buildings to lessen the dangers from fire and other 
hazards; and that building lots should be large enough | 
to insure a safe water supply and a Sanitary sewage 
system. We have proposed an ordinance which will be 
considered at a public hearing and presented at town 
meeting. 


Also we have discussed the zoning of all navigable 
water frontage in town; the State will zone all such 
frontage to a depth of 250 ft. by 1973, but the towns 
have the option of setting up their own zoning before 
that time. 


The selectmen completed the roster of planning 
board members by appointing two associate members, 
Kenneth Higdon and Clinton Piper. However, Mr. Piper 
has resigned and a replacement has not been named as 
yet. 
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We would like to express our appreciation to Mr. 
Vance Dearborn of the Small Community Planning Ser- 
vice of the University of Maine Extension Service and 
to Mr. C. Herbert Annis, Waldo County Extension 
Agent, who have attended some of our meetings and 
given advice and guidance and cooperated by providing 
us with printed materials. Our thanks also to the select- 
men who have been invited to attend our meetings and 
express their opinions.

Gentlemen: 


I have conducted an audit of the financial records of the 
Town of Troy for the fiscal year ended February 29, 
1972, in accordance with Title 20, Section 5253, Maine 
Revised Statutes. The examination was made in accord- 
ance with generally accepted auditing standards and 
included such tests of the accounting records and such 
other auditing procedures as were considered necessary 
in the circumstances. The audit report for the previous 
year had not been presented. The selectmen’s balance 
sheet as printed in the town report was used as the basis 
for the opening balances for the current year. Recon- 
ciliation was made for each listed item. 


Operations for 1971-72 produced a net gain of $8,268.62 
as shown on Exhibit D. Major unexpended balances 
were in the snow removal, overlay, officers’ salaries, 
civil defense, and miscellaneous accounts. There were 
small overdrafts in highway accounts and aid to depend- 
ent children. Balances were carried forward in the 
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following accounts: Bog Road, town forest, cemeteries, 
Parsons Fund No. 1 and No. 2. Of the total appropria- 
tions from taxes, excise taxes, surplus and the town forest 
account of $65,110.58, 53% was for education, 25% for 
highways, 5% for the county tax, and 17% for all other 
purposes. In addition $2,349.73 was expended from the 
reserve fund for tarring as voted by special town meet- 
ing. 


Assets at the end of the year included cash, $17,055.05 
and taxes, liens and accounts receivable, $3,865.54. The 
1971 tax commitment was 96% collected at the close of 
the books. There was no town debt. The ministerial and 
school fund is held in the General Fund. The unappro- 
priated surplus increased from $2,787.49 to $14,295.39. 
This was due almost entirely to the net operational gain 
noted above and unappropriated excise tax funds. There 
were a few adjustments and smaller items as shown in 
Exhibit C. 


The trust funds and forest reserve fund savings account 
books were checked. The accumulated interest income 
had not been recorded on the books and is not shown 
on the balance sheet. The reserve fund balance was re- 
duced to $3,331.76 as voted by the town and noted above. 
No interest income was withdrawn from the cemetery 
accounts. The lots were cared for with interest income 
withdrawn in previous years and held in the General 
Fund. 


In my opinion, the exhibits and schedules incorporated 
in this report present fairly the financial position of the 
Town at February 29, 1972 and the results of its opera- 
tions for the year then ended.

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BUILDING ORDINANCE 
FOR THE TOWN OF TROY 


An ordinance to provide for safety, health and pub- 
lic welfare through the regulation of construction, 
alteration, relocation and replacmeent of buildings. 


PART I, SCOPE AND ADMINISTRATION 


Sec. 1. Scope. The provisions of this ordinance 
shall apply to new construction, alterations and addi- 
tions, relocation and replacement of any building or part 
thereof. It shall not apply to existing buildings unless 
such buildings are to be enlarged, altered, repaired, 
moved or converted to other uses, in which case only that 
part of the existing building directly affected by these 
changes shall come under the provisions of the ordi- 
nance. 


Sec. 2. Building Inspector. This ordinance shall 
be administered by the Building Inspector, who shall be 
elected by the people. 


A. Inspections. The Building Inspector shall in- 
spect all buildings being constructed, altered, repaired, 
replaced or relocated for the purpose of enforcing the 
provisions of this ordinance and all other local and State 
laws governing the construction, alteration, replace- 
ment, or repair of buildings. 


B. Right of Entry. The Building Inspector, in the 
performance of his duties, may enter any building at 
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reasonable hours for the purpose of making the inspec- 
tion(s) required by this ordinance. 


Sec. 3. Permits. Before the construction, altera- 
tion, relocation, repair or replacement of any building or 
part thereof shall be commenced, the owner or lessee, or 
the architect, contractor or builder employed by such 
owner or lessee shall obtain from the Building Inspector 
a permit covering such proposed work. However, no 
permit shall be required for repairs or improvements 
when the reasonable cost is less than $1,500.00. 


A. Applications. The application for the permit 
shall be in writing and shall be made in such forms as 
the Building Inspector shall prescribe, and shall contain 
a description of the proposed new, altered or relocated 
building, or the repairs or replacement contemplated. 


B. Permit Approval. The Building Inspector, 
after proper examination of the application, shall either 
issue the requested permit or transmit notice of refusal 
within 10 days from the date of filing. Notice of refusal — 
shall be in writing and shall state the reasons therefor. 


C. Life of Permit. All building permits shall be 
void unless work thereunder is commenced within one 
year from the date of issuance. 


Sec. 4. Fees. The fee shall be $15.00 for each per- 
mit payable to the Building Inspector. The fee for estab- 
lishing a mobile home site shall be $15.00. 


Sec. 5. Appeals. In the case of refusal by the 
Building Inspector to issue a permit, appeal may be made 
to the Selectmen. The Selectmen may affirm or reverse 
the decision of the Inspector as to interpretation of the 
provisions of this ordinance. 
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Sec. 6. Violations. Any building constructed or 
work performed in violation of the provisions of this 
ordinance or of any permit issued by the Building In- 
spector shall be considered a nuisance. 


Sec. 7. Penalties. Any person found guilty of 
violating any provisions of this ordinance shall be sub- 
ject to a fine of not more than $100 for each offense. 
Each day in which a violation is proved to exist shall 
constitute a separate offense under this section. 


PART II, STANDARDS 


Sec. 8. Size of Lot. No building, including a mobile 
home, shall be constructed upon or moved to a lot with 
an area of less than 40,000 square feet, with a frontage 
width facing any highway, street, lake or pond of less 
than 150 feet, or a depth of less than 150 feet, unless the 
lot is served by public or private community sewer. If 
an existing building burns, it may be replaced even 
though the lot may measure less than 40,000 square feet. 
Lots existing at the effective date of this ordinance shall 
be exempt from these minimum lot requirements. 


A. Set-Back. No building shall be erected on a 
lot unless the building shall be set back from the high- 
way right-of-way or from the shore of a lake, pond or 
watercourse, at least 25 feet. 


+B. Side Yard Width. No building shall be set less 
than 15 feet from any adjoining lot line. 


Sec. 9. Mimimum Floor Area. Every dwelling 
unit, except factory-built mobile homes, to be used by a 
single family shall enclose an area of at least 600 square 
feet of living space on the ground floor. Factory-built 
mobile homes shall encose an area of at least 450 square 
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feet. “Living Space” shall mean actual enclosed space 
suitable for year around occupancy and shall not include 
porches, patios and similar areas whether or not en- 
closed. 

Seasonal homes (dwellings designed for occupancy 
for less than three months of the year) are exempt from 
this requirement but no seasonal home may be converted 
to a permanent dwelling unit or used as such unless 
these requirements are met 

Existing dwelling units not meeting the require- 
ments of this section may be enlarged, repaired or 
altered. Multi-family dwelling houses are exempt from 
the ground floor requirement for each unit. 


See, 10. Good Practice Standards. All building 
materials used and practices followed in the construction 
of buildings shall conform to generally accepted stand- 
ards of good practice. The regulations of a nationally 
recognized building code shall be prima facie evidence 
of such accepted standards. 


Sec. 11. Exterior Finish. The exterior walls of all 
dwelling houses, accessory garages and commercial build- 
ings shall be finished with a covering of clapboards, wood 
siding, wood or asbestos shingles, masonry, brick, stone 
‘or other approved material. Such covering shall be 
completed within a year after the outside studding is in 
place. Tarred paper or tarred felt or similar substances 
shall not be used on any building unless completely 
hidden from. view by the finished exterior wall covering. 


Sec, 12. Roof Covering. Every new roof or roof 
which is hereafter recovered shall be covered with non- 
combustible or fire resistant roofing materials. The use of 
tarred felt or tarred paper as a permanent roof covering 
is prohibited. Untreated wood shingles are prohibited. 


- Sec. 13. Chimneys. On every dwelling which has 
a chimney, the chimney shall be constructed of solid 
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masonry units or of reinforced concrete and shall have 
walls not less than four inches thick or shall be an ap- 
proved factory-built chimney. 


A. Chimney Liners. Chimneys shall be lined with 
approved fire clay or tile flue liners. 


B. Chimney Supports. Chimneys shall be support- 
ed on foundations of masonry or reinforced concrete 
which, if on the exterior of the building, shall extend to 
one foot below the normal frost line. 


C. Chimney Height. Chimneys shall extend at 
least two feet above the highest point when they pass 
through the roof of the building and at least two feet 
higher than any ridge within 10 feet of such chimney. 


D. Chimney Cleanout Doors. Every chimney shall 
be provided with a cleanout door opening at or near the 
base equipped with a metal door and frame arranged 
to remain tightly closed when not in use. 


Sec. 14. Smokepipes. Smokepipes shall not pass 
through a floor or ceiling, and shall not pass through a 
combustible wall or partition. 


Sec. 15. Electrical Installation. All electrical 
wiring, apparatus, or appliances for furnishing light, 
heat or power shall be in conformity with State of Maine 
Law. 


Sec. 16. Plumbing. All plumbing and sewage dis- 
posal shall be in strict conformance with State of Maine 
Law and the State Plumbing Code. 


Sec. 17. Light and Ventilation. Every room in a 
dwelling shall have an exterior window. 


Sec. 18. Means of Egress. Each dwelling unit 
including mobile homes, and each seasonal home shall 
have at least two suitable means of egress.
